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Our  Gladiolus  Report 

In  our  report  of  the  blooming  season  of  1933  the  Gladiolus  as  a 
whole  did  very  well  in  our  test  plots  where  we  were  able  to  study  them 
very  closely.  Some  of  the  new  foreign  varieties  did  not  give  the  per¬ 
formance  that  they  have  been  credited  with.  This  may  have  been 
caused  by  the  extreme  heat  and  drying  winds  causing  some  tip  burning. 
We  can  highly  recommend  the  following  varieties:  Bill  Sowden  is  the 
finest  of  the  crimson-reds.  It  is  always  a  prize  winner.  Another  very 
fine  red  is  Erica  Morini.  It  has  more  substance  in  its  petals  than  any 
of  the  other  reds  and  for  this  reason  should  be  of  value  to  the  breeder. 
Ramesses,  while  not  new,  showed  some  wonderful  spikes  again  this 
year  that  were  sensational.  Much  has  been  said  about  Senorita,  a  varie¬ 
gated  colored  orange ;  a  few  spikes  in  a  bouquet  will  always  attract  atten¬ 
tion.  Orange  Wonder  for  a  late-cutting  and  exhibition  variety  is  in  a 
class  by  itself.  For  an  early  orange  that  is  very  showy  and  dainty  La 
Paloma  stands  out. 

Gates  of  Heaven  was  one  of  the  surprises  of  the  year.  It  is  a  yel¬ 
low  that  is  a  yellow — highly  finished  blooms  with  heavy  substance. 
Golden  Cup,  a  golden  yellow,  is  outstanding  as  to  purity  of  color.  It 
is  a  great  improvement  over  Golden  Dream  as  a  commercial  variety. 
Something  different  in  the  yellows  is  Golden  Anniversary;  an  enormous 
flower  of  fawn-yellow  suffused  blush-pink  with  a  large  red  blotch,  and 
finely  ruffled  petals.  It  is  distinctive  and  beautiful. 

In  the  cream  and  buff  varieties  Queen  Mary,  when  grown  well,  is 
exquisite.  Duna  has  a  distinctive  shade  of  great  beauty.  Wasaga  in 
the  same  color  class  must  be  seen  to  be  appreciated.  When  grown  good, 
it  is  the  finest  of  its  color  class.  White  Glads  are  well  represented 
among  the  outstanding  varieties.  I  consider  Jonkheer  Van  Tets  at  the 
head  of  the  list;  it  has  good  placement,  large  blooms,  fine  spike,  and 
ten  or  more  blooms  out  at  one  time.  What  more  can  one  ask?  One  that 
will  bear  watching,  however,  is  Star  of  Bethlehem;  it  produces  very  fine 
blooms  of  pure  white  on  a  tall  spike.  Maid  of  Orleans  is  the  coming 
commercial  cut  flower  in  the  white  class.  It  has,  without  a  doubt,  all 
the  qualities  of  a  good  commercial  variety. 

Jessie,  in  the  pure  pink  class,  showed  up  very  well  in  the  garden; 
the  color  is  especially  fine.  Picardy  in  the  salmon-pinks  stands  supreme 
— ’nuf  said.  Margaret  Fulton,  a  rich  salmon-pink  that  makes  an  ideal 
spike  for  cutting,  is  one  of  my  favorites.  Another  variety  that  has  all 
the  good  qualities  a  Glad  should  have,  is  Mildred  Louise.  Don’t  overlook 
it.  Schwaben  Girl,  in  the  light  pink  class,  proved  to  be  a  winner  where- 
ever  shown.  It  was  praised  very  highly  by  all  who  saw  it  last  season 
for  its  exquisite  color  and  well-rounded  blooms.  Perhaps  the  most 
daintily  colored  of  all  Glads  is  Rosemarie  Pfitzer  in  its  shadings  of  pink 
and  white.  On  heavy  soils  flecking  is  very  pronounced,  but  does  not 
detract  from  its  beauty.  Salbach’s  Orchid  is  right  up  in  the  running 
in  the  number  of  prizes  won.  It  is  a  winner  in  the  rose-pink  class  in 
all  of  the  major  shows. 
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Robert  the  First  has  given  a  wonderful  performance,  winning  the 
blue  ribbons  in  all  the  classes  in  which  it  was  entered  at  the  Minnesota 
State  Fair;  competing  against  such  fine  Glads  as  Minuet,  Mrs.  F.  C. 
Peters,  and  the  like.  Minuet  is,  however,  still  the  finest  average-priced 
lavender.  Mme.  Schumann-Heink  is  a  variety  that  must  be  seen  to  be 
appreciated.  At  a  short  distance  it  resembles  an  orchid,  markings  and 
all.  It  is  a  Diener  variety  that  has  been  in  commerce  for  some  time, 
but  is  still  very  scarce.  In  the  dark  violet  class,  nothing  is  more  ex¬ 
quisite  than  Pelegrina,  an  excellent  landscape  variety  when  planted 
among  the  reds.  Union  Jack,  on  the  Marmora  type  but  lighter,  has 
found  a  place  in  our  Gardens.  It  carries  all  of  the  good  qualities  of 
Marmora. 

A  great  favorite  among  the  fans  who  like  smokies  is  Prince  of  India, 
an  unusual  color  that  is  highly  recommended  for  the  garden.  Our 
Selection  must  also  be  mentioned  in  this  class,  a  variegated  smoky  that 
has  special  value  as  a  novelty. 

There  are  many  new  varieties  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand 
being  introduced  into  this  country  each  year.  We  have  grown  and 
tested  quite  a  number  of  them ;  of  course  some  are  very  promising  and 
others  are  not  so  promising  in  this  climate.  We  hope  to  list  only  the 
best  of  these  foreign  varieties,  and  you  will  hear  about  them  soon.  The 
Mair’s  concern,  in  Scotland,  has  introduced  some  very  fine  varieties,  and 
a  new  lot  are  coming  out  each  year.  We  are  looking  forward  to  bloom¬ 
ing  some  of  them  in  our  test  gardens  this  coming  season. 

A  new  Glad,  to  get  near  the  top  today,  must  be  a  Glad  for  all  gen¬ 
eral  purposes.  It  must  satisfy  the  florist  as  well  as  the  garden  lover; 
it  must  be  fine  enough  to  exhibit  in  the  show  room;  and  it  must  have 
substance  and  vigor  to  endure  all  of  the  different  variations  of  tempera¬ 
ture  and  environment  under  which  it  will  be  grown.  The  price  does  not 
always  show  the  merit  and  beauty  of  any  variety.  When  there  is  a 
quantity  of  stock  in  any  variety  the  prices  drop  as  with  any  other  com¬ 
modity.  New  varieties  are  high  only  because  of  their  scarcity.  Of 
course  some  may  drop  more  rapidly  in  price  than  others  as  they  increase 
faster,  while  those  that  are  poor  increasers  usually  drop  very  slowly. 

According  to  the  latest  Symposium  of  the  American  Gladiolus  Soci¬ 
ety,  it  seems  that  many  of  the  new  varieties  rise  comparatively  rapidly 
towards  their  highest  rank  with  only  few  exceptions.  After  a  variety 
has  reached  its  maximum  place,  the  trend  is  then  more  or  less  slowly 
downward,  giving  way  to  the  new  varieties  being  introduced. 

The  following  list  of  Glads,  according  to  the  latest  Symposium  of  the 
American  Gladiolus  Society,  is  the  favorite  and  most  popular  varieties. 
In  the  order  of  tabulation  the  ranking  is  as  follows :  Minuet,  Marmora, 
Mr.  W.  H.  Phipps,  Betty  Nuthall,  Picardy,  Dr.  F.  E.  Bennett,  Mrs.  Leon 
Douglas,  Pfitzer’s  Triumph,  Golden  Dream,  Mother  Machree,  Emile 
Aubrun,  Aflame,  Albatross,  Commander  Koehl,  Giant  Nymph,  Mrs.  P. 
W.  Sisson,  Mammoth  White,  Purple  Glory,  Veilchenblau,  Aida,  Gloriana, 
Ave  Maria,  Coryphee,  Joerg’s  White,  Berty  Snow,  Dr.  Moody,  Jonkheer 
Van  Tets,  Jane  Addams,  Mrs.  Van  Konyenburg,  Our  Selection,  Queen 
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Mary,  Heavenly  Blue,  Mrs.  F.  C.  Peters,  Dr.  Nelson  Shook,  Longfellow, 
Paul  Pfitzer,  Charles  Dickens,  Bill  Sowden,  Moorish  King,  Red  Lory, 
Margaret  Fulton,  Salbach’s  Pink,  Golden  Measure,  Mrs.  F.  C.  Horn- 
berger,  Pride  of  Wanakah,  Catherine  Coleman,  Crimson  Glow,  Orange 
Wonder,  Pearl  of  California,  and  Salbach’s  Orchid. 

Veilchenblau  is  gorgeous  when  grown  from  a  full-sized  bulb.  It  is 
tall  and  large  with  clear  violet-blue  flowers.  It  is  one  of  the  very  finest 
Glads,  winning  two  prizes  at  the  National  Show,  and  winner  of  first 
prize  in  the  blue  class  both  at  the  Minnesota  Gladiolus  Society  Show  and 
the  Minnesota  State  Fair.  Good  spikes  of  Veilchenblau  are  hard  to  beat 
in  any  show,  and  it  will  be  a  great  Glad  for  some  time  to  come. 

Something  should  be  said  about  commercial  cut  flower  varieties, 
suitable  for  forcing  as  well  as  those  grown  in  the  field  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  months.  The  prerequisites  of  a  good  cut  flower  variety  are  numer¬ 
ous.  It  must  have  a  good  length  of  stem,  flowers  not  too  massive  nor 
too  large,  but  should  have  all  the  good  qualities  of  a  decorative  type.  A 
self  color  is  preferred  over  mixed  colors,  the  lighter  shades  being 
daintier  and  more  often  used.  Many  of  our  Prim.  Grands  come  under 
this  latter  class.  Such  varieties  as  Mrs.  Calvin  Coolidge,  Orange 
Queen,  Gold  Eagle,  Souvenir,  Tiffany,  La  Paloma,  A1  Smith,  Gloriana, 
Giant  Nymph,  Apricot  Glow,  Los  Angeles,  and  Break  O’Day.  In  the 
Grandiflorus  class  the  following  are  very  useful  as  cut  flowers:  Capt. 
Boynton,  Anna  Eberius,  Carmen  Sylva,  Crimson  Glow,  and  E.  J.  Shaylor. 
Much  more  could  be  said  about  other  varieties  for  the  cut  flower  trade ; 
we  find  that  when  early,  midseason,  and  late  varieties  are  planted  there 
are  many  other  fine  ones  that  may  be  added  to  this  list.  A  selection  of 
these  varieties  can  be  made  from  the  list  in  the  forepart  of  my  report. 

In  a  rambling  way,  I  have  given  you  a  little  information  which  may 
be  of  interest  and  of  value  to  you.  I  have  only  touched  upon  those  va¬ 
rieties  which  I  know,  by  close  observation,  have  met  with  the  approval 
of  judges  and  lovers  of  Glads  throughout  the  country.  The  modern 
Glads  of  the  summer  and  early  fall  gardens  are  the  most  popular  of 
all  flowers.  They  are  valuable  to  the  landscape  gardener  for  the  color 
splashes  and  bedding  purposes;  to  the  florists  and  home  decorator  as 
the  most  beautiful  and  lasting  of  all  garden  flowers.  The  spikes  grow¬ 
ing  tall  and  elegant,  sturdy  and  dignified,  slender  and  graceful,  and  the 
color  range  absolutely  infinite.  There  is  the  single  spike  for  the  slender 
vase ;  a  corsage  for  the  luncheon  guest ;  an  attractive  basket  for  the 
debutante ;  and  a  glorious  bouquet  for  your  friend. 

Riverview  Gardens  received  many  prizes  and  awards  at  the  shows 
during  the  season  of  1933.  Second  highest  awards  were  won  for 
Commercial  Growers  in  the  State  Gladiolus  Society  Show.  At  the  Min¬ 
nesota  State  Fair,  the  largest  and  finest  show  of  commercial  growers 
in  the  Northwest,  we  were  winners  of  the  highest  awards.  The  awards 
received  testify  as  to  the  quality  of  our  Glad  bulbs.  These  many 
victories  record  leadership  in  the  growing  of  healthy,  vigorous  Gladioli.

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ABOUT  THRIPS 


During  the  past  two  or  three  years 
many  people  have  had  trouble  with 
their  gladiolus  blooms  drying  up  and 
not  opening.  The  cause  is  a  very 
minute  insect  called  thrips.  The  dam¬ 
age  is  characterized  by  deep  scars  made 
on  the  surfaces  of  the  leaves  and  flowers, 
where  the  insect  sucks  the  juices  from 
the  plant.  When  the  buds  or  petals 
of  the  flowers  are  damaged  by  thrips 
the  whole  blossom  becomes  a  distorted 
and  unsightly  mass.  Most  of  the  dam¬ 
age  is  done  under  cover,  but  when  the 
thrips  do  appear  on  the  surface  of  the 
flowers  it  is  usually  late  in  the  after¬ 
noon  when  the  sun  is  not  shining 
brightly  or  when  the  plants  are  shaded. 
This  is  the  best  time  to  apply  spray 
materials  as  well  as  spraying  them  with 
cold  water. 

The  eggs  of  the  insect  are  placed 
directly  in  the  tissue  of  the  plant  and 
the  corms.  The  newly  hatched  larvae 
are  creamy  white,  later  turning  to  a 
lemon  yellow.  The  adults,  at  first  pale, 
soon  become  dark  and  finally  are  almost 
black.  They  measure  about  l/16th  to 
l/25th  of  an  inch  in  length. 

Good  control  of  this  insect  in  the 
field  may  be  brought  about  by  the  use 
of  a  mixture  of  two  tablespoonfuls  of 
Paris  Green,  two  pounds  of  brown  sugar 
and  three  gallons  of  water.  This  mix¬ 


ture  should  be  used  as  soon  as  any 
signs  of  the  thrips  appear  after  the 
foliage  is  above  the  ground,  and  re¬ 
peated  at  frequent  intervals. 

In  order  to  prevent  injury  in  storage 
by  the  feeding  of  thrips,  it  is  advisable 
to  apply  the  treatment  as  soon  as  the 
corms  have  become  dry  and  dormant. 
Napthalene  flakes,  mixed  among  corms 
in  paper  bags  at  the  rate  of  one  ounce 
per  100  corms,  is  a  very  effective  rem¬ 
edy.  For  the  treatment  of  large  num¬ 
ber  of  corms,  the  flakes  may  be  scat¬ 
tered  over  the  corms  in  the  trays  at 
the  rate  of  one  pound  to  2,000  corms 
or  bulbs,  the  trays  stacked,  and  then 
tightly  covered  with  heavy  wrapping 
paper  or  canvas.  As  napthalene  acts  as 
a  fumigant,  it  is  necessary  to  keep  the 
treated  corms  covered  during  the  period 
of  fumigation  in  order  to  concentrate 
the  fumes  and  thus  effect  a  complete 
kill.  Treatment  should  extend  over  a 
period  of  about  three  weeks  after  which 
all  excess  napthalene  flakes  should  be 
removed  and  the  corms  thoroughly 
aired.  Since  this  treatment  kills  the 
egg  as  well  as  other  stages  of  the  in¬ 
sect,  only  one  application  is  necessary.

How  To  Grow  Good  77Glads77 

In  the  spring  spade  your  garden  to  a  depth  of  at  least  12 
inches,  and  when  danger  from  freezing  is  past.  Plant  the  bulbs  in 
rows  about  20  inches  apart  to  admit  free  and  intensive  cultivation, 
and  from  3  to  5  inches  apart  in  the  row,  covering  about  6  inches 
deep  with  light  soil  and  4  inches  in  heavy  ground.  Be  sure  that 
the  covering  soil  is  mellow. 

Fertilizing.  If  some  good-rotted  manure  can  be  procured  in 
the  fall,  give  the  garden  a  good  coating  and  spade  it  under.  Realiz¬ 
ing  that  such  fertilizer  is  hard  to  obtain,  we  must  take  the  next 
best  choice  and  use  the  commercial  fertilizers  and  in  this  we  prefer 
sheep  manure.  After  row  or  trench  is  made  this  fertilizer  can 
be  applied  thickly  in  the  bottom  and  mixed  with  the  mellow  earth, 
but  we  prefer  setting  the  bulbs,  then  covering  with  1  inch  of  earth 
and  then  applying  the  fertilizer  before  the  row  is  filled.  This 
allows  the  fertilizing  properties  to  soak  down  to  the  roots  where 
it  is  needed.  After  growth  has  started  another  application  on  each 
side  of  the  row  and  thoroughly  worked  into  the  soil  is  of  much 
benefit ;  in  fact,  this  top  dressing  can  be  applied  several  times  dur¬ 
ing  the  growing  season.  Before  flower  spikes  appear,  a  good  top 
dressing  of  bone  meal  worked  in  will  greatly  benefit  the  flowers. 
Growing  flowers  should  have  a  constant  supply  of  moisture  at  all 
times.
